At any rate, the Administration is now yyorking on the 
problem of credit expansion for private business. The problem 
is especially imposing, as during the next few months the gov- 
ernment will offer some great bond issues to finance eontinu- 
ance of the recovery program, and these will absorb much of 
the money that is available for lending. Credit is to be ex-| 
panded, if possible, to a degree sufficient to offset this. Every | 
effort will be given to depreciating the dollar in foreign ex- 
change, and holding it at a lower and more level.
